Basques Originated in Georgia 


MOSCOW, Jan. 16 Reuters).— 
A former Soviet Atr Force pilot 
says ne hag deciphered thy in- 
seription on an ancient metal 
plate found in Spain and it proves 
that the Basques emigrated to the 
Therian Peninsula from Caucasian 
Geergia almost 3,500 years ago. 

A professor of linguistics in the 
Voiga city of ἘΠ᾽ wyshev hay com- 
pi'ed what he says is the first 
Bas: ue-Georgian dictlorary—and 
established that the two languages 
have 300 words in common. 

A writer in Thilis! is working 
on a series of noVéls in which the 
Georgian hero Hghts with Basque 
nationalists during the Spanish 
Civil War and discovers that their 


customs are almost those of his — 


native village. 
100 Years’ Research 

The three developments reflect 
Growing interest among Soviet 
linguistics experts. ethnographers 
and historlans—both professional 
and amateur—in the theory that 
the Basques originated in the 
Caucasus. 

The Basques’ complicated Ian- 
guage shows no obvious relation- 
ship to any other spoken in Eu-

New Evidence 


But in 1965. Georgian wtiter 
Alexander Kiknadze published an 
article detailing close similarities 
in the folk customs of Georgians 
and Basques and the similarity of 
many words in the two languages. 
His study gave a new impetus to 
Soviet research in the field. 

The writer, who has just fin- 
ished the second novel of his 
series about a Georgian partici- 
pant in the Spanish Civil Wer of 
1936-39, has traveled widely in 
Burope and America seeking 
further evidence to back the 
theary. 

According to an article just 
published here by linguist Alexei 
Mendeleyev, the theory has been 
given some support by Manuel de 
Aranegui, a member of the Span- 
ish Cortes (parliament), who was 
recently in Moscow. 

According to the article, Mr. de 
Aranegui brought to Moscow a 
copy of an inscription, found 
many years ago on an ancient 
metal plate in the Spanish Basque 
country, The inscription is written 
in a previously undeciphered al- 
phabet, 


Ethnologist’s Interest 

Publication of a photograph of 
the inscription in a Soviet journal 
encouraged Shota Khadelidze, 
who flew in the air force before 
becoming a construction engineer 
and keen amateur ethnologist, to 
try to decipher it. 

Many other scholars in several 
countries had attempted the task, 
working on the basis of Sumerian, 
Etruscan and Celtic languages, 
but Mr, Khadelidze was struck 
by the similarity of the symbols 
to the letters of the ancient 
Georgian alphabet. 

The engineer, who -had taught 
himself old Georgian to be able 
to read the inscriptions on ancient 
monuments in the Georgian Re- 
public, found that seven of the 
symbols on the plate were iden- 
tical to letters in the alphabet 
used in Georgia until about 1,000 
years ago. 

Employing oki Georgian a5 a 
base, Mr. Khadelidze eventually 
produced an approximate frensla- 
tion of the inscription, According 
to his version, it says that 3,479 
years ego the earth began to 
tremble and a wise man named 
Rio sald the people would have 
to move to avoid disaster.

Not to Be ‘Poor Man’s Army’

‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (WP). 
—¥ears that relying on volunteers 
rather than the draft would give 
the United States a “poor man's 
army” have not been realized, 
according to the government's 
Defense Manpower Commission. 

There are still some military 
officers, however, who fear that 
taking in women would make 
their units Jess ready for war.

Kenneth Coffey, an 
author of the study, said in an 
interview that his research group 
considered as “poor” those persons 
who have traditionally been re- 
jected by the military because 
of mental, educational and physi- 
eal deficiencies, 

‘The middle class, from the re- 
search group's perspective, he 
said, were young men and women 
enlistees who were between the 
“poor” and the “rich,” who went 
to college- and had attractive 


damilies during the all-volunteer 
force years,” the report ssid, The 
decision to rely on volunteers 
rather than draftees for the mili- 
tery was made three years ago. 
Women Resisied 

The Defense Manpower Com- 
Mission found some commanders 
resisting having women in their 
units for fear combat readiness 
‘would be impaired. 

The report warned: 

“While the limited numbers of 
women now in the all-volunteer

‘Coercion’ Assailed; 
New ‘Order’ Is Urged 


CARACAS, Jan. 16 (NYT).— 
‘The Latin American Economic 
System yesterday condemned “any 
form of economic coercion” di- 
recited against developing coum 
tries and reissued a call Tor “a 
new world economic order.” 

Ministers representing nations 
from Latin America and the 
Caribbean area completed three 
days of talks aimed at formulat- 
img a unified Latin American 
policy. 

‘The meeting here was the first 
high-level conference of the Latin 
American Economic System since 
the organization was established 
last year. SELA, the acronym 
of the organization's name in 
Spanish, was founded in an ef- 
fort to unite the economic power 
of Latin American nations in an 
organization that would not be 
influenced by the United States. 
Neither the United States nor 
Cenade is ἃ member. 

Despite an effort to present an 
image of unity at the end of 
the meeting, English-speaking 
nations of the Carribbean area 
expressed concern that Spanish- 
speaking nations, which make up 
the majority of members, would 
Jeave them with little say. A 
Caribbean nation’s ambassador 
said that he had sought to in- 
form the larger Latin American 
nations that the organization had 
reached a “critical point” insofar 
as the smaller English-speaking 
islands were concerned. 

The ambassadors complaints 
were made as larger nations such 
85 Venezuela, Mexico and Argen- 
tina sought to give the impres- 
sion that the first purely Latin 
American organization of any 
importance was functioning 


smoothly. 

In a final report, the organiza- 
tion deplored what it termed the 
“isolationist tendencies” and “eco- 
nomic discrimination” of some 
industrialized nations, which were 
not named, and called for a re- 
structuring of the international 
monetary system, The monetary 
system, according to SELA, dis- 
criminates against poor and de- 
veloping countries, 

The group’s position will be 
carried to a meeting of develop- 
ing nations in Manila next month 
and is also intended to represent 
Latin America’s stand on eco- 
nomic issues at a meeting of the 
United Nations Council on Trade 
and Development, scheduled for 
May in Nairobi,

OPEC Disensses Aid

Tf the next President cannot deal skill- 
fuliy and persuasively with economic policy, 
he is not going to get 8 chance to deal with 
much else.

But that figure of $90 billion 
keeps turning up wherever Mr. Reagan goes, 
and his attempts to defend it are forcing 
him into a serles of increasingly prepos- 
terous commitments. 

At the opposite pole, Sargent Shriver has 
mailed out an economic position paper, 
22 pages long and single-spaced, containing 
a number of subtle and sophisticated ideas. 
But can he get anyone to read it? Parts of 
this paper foreshadow the memoranda that 
presidential advisers will be writing a year 
from now. A man might well govern by this 
kind of program, but whether he can cam- 
paign on it is another matter. 

Both candidates have left a good many 
Joose ends. Mr, Reagan started off his 
exercise in amputation by promising that he 
would not touch defense capabilities or 
since we all remember what happened to 
Senator Goldwater in 1964) Social Security 
and Medicare. But since defense, Social 
Security and Medicare comprise more than 
half of the budget, a cut of $90 billion means 
deleting more than half of everything that's 
left. The interstate highway network would 
get cut off without a dime and there would 
be no more federal money for welfare or 


. food stamps. Ditto health care for the poor 


and, regardless of the number of people out 
of work, Unemployment compensation. Mr. 
Reagan says airily that if people want these 
benefits, the states can provide them. But 
he would also whack out revenue-sharing, 
the Nixon administration’s attempt to help 
states and cities carry their present load. 
Since it is only January, there is plenty of 
time for elderly voters to consider that re- 
turning these responsibilities to the states 
means higher property taxes and higher 
sales taxes. The larger question for Mr. 
Reagan is how he would cope with the 
depression that would certainly follow a 
budget cut on that scale. There would be 
not only massive memployment at home, 
but panic abroad as our allies, counting on 
the American recovery to pull up their own 
economies, watched it return to the ideas 
of the early 1930s. 

As for Mr. Shriver, he would spend a lot 
of money to get people back to work while 
jawboning the inflation rate steadily down- 
ward. It strains credulity that both things 


are simultaneously ‘possible, at least with the 
speed that he promises. But there are more 
interesting issues in his paper. He proposes, 
for example, to administer a tremendous in- 
erease in public jobs to soak -up- mnemploy- 
ment. The use of public jobs as an indis- 
criminate remedy is profoundly questionable. 
In most cases, it would be wiser to keep 
paying unemployment compensation. 


But Mr. Shriver’s approach to inflation is ᾿ 


8. model, He argues, courageously and accu- 
rately, that the next president will have to 
confront the inflation rate immediately. 
Some of the other Democrats are evidently 
going to try to slide past this dangerous 
issue by saying that they will deal with un- 
employment first, and leave the attack on 
inflation until everyone is back at work. It’s

If the present inflation is not’ brought under 


control, it will devour any attempt to restore | 


the country to stable economic growth. To 
deal with inflation from the outset is not 
a choice: it is a necessity. Mr. Shriver would 
go about it the right way, which 15 also the 
hard way. 

He proposes to return to the guidelines of 
the early 1960s, rather than controls. For 
the long haul, guidelines have a flexibility 
that makes them far more durable. To 
restrain commodity prices, he-puts his faith 
in reserves and emergency stocks, rather 
than punitive campaigns against the oil 
companies and grain brokers. The pattern 
of wage increases 15 going to be crucial. Here 
Mr. Shriver offers the highly interesting sug- 
gestion’ of a “national compact,” under 
which unions might agree to hold down 
wage demands in return for tax cuts to 
maintain purchasing power. It would take 
@ good deal of analysis to know whether this 
compact could be preserved without an in- 
tolerable erosion of tax revenues. But the 
concept is weil worth pursuing. . 

An economic policy is useless unless it 
offers hope of eliciting cooperation from a 
large majority of the people who make up 
the economy. There is hardly any part of 
& president's responsibility in which he has 
less power to command, and more need to 
wheedle and persuade. He cannot coerce 
consumers into buying more, or businessmen 
into investing more, or foreigners into ex- 
changing the dollar on his terms. He can 
influence all of these things, but influence 
reaches farthest in 2 climate of trust. Mr. 
Reagan’s $90-billion budget cut is your draft 
notice for another round of trench warfare 
over ideology. If 8. program depends upon

But Mr. Shriver is at least paying 
the voters the compliment of talking this 
winter the way the next president—whoever 
he may be—is probably going to have to 
talk next winter.

‘Uninteresting Times’ 


The international monetary system is a 
matter of great public interest only when 
it 1s working badly—when the exchange 
rates Of currencies are shooting up or down, 
when funds are being shifted massively by 
speculators or businesses, when nations are 
being whipsawed into booms or busts by 
monetary instability. 


By that standard, one could say that the 
basic aim of monetary reform is to make 
the world monetary system as uninteresting 
to the general public as possible; And that, 
in a nutshell, is what the agreement nego- 
tiated at the International Monetary Fund 
eonference in, Jamaica last week is designed 
to do. 

It would be a mistake, however,-to con- 
sider “uninteresting” to be synonymous with 
“unimportant.” The essential purpose of 
the new international monetary system, 25 
the key section of the Jamaica agreement 
states, is “to provide a framework that facil- 
itates the exchange of goods, services and 
capital among countries, and that sustains 
sound economic growth.” 

To achieve those objectives, each nation 
undertakes two basic commitments: first, to 
pursue domestic economic and financial 
policies that will make for orderly economic 
growth with price stability, and second, not 
to manipulate tts exchange rates to gain an 
unfair competitive advantage over other 
countries. ᾿ 

A system of managed floating, of the kind 
now established, is not one in which na- 
tions will be free to beggar thelr neighbors 
by rigging thelr exchange rates. Rates will 
move only as a result of underlying market 
forces. 

The agresment allows nations to work 


together to maintain reasonably stable cur- 
rency relations—so long as this does not 
become 2 means of enforcing overvaluation 
upon any currency. It was a chronically 
overvalued dollar that undermined the 
United States trade and payments position 
and unleashed the forces of world inflation. 

The Jamaica accord is no giant step back 
toward fixed rates. Even if there should be 
a vote to return to 8. par-valoue system any 
country that so desires would still have the 
right to continue to let its currency float, 
consistent with the agreement not to mani- 
pulate rates to gain competitive advantage. 

During the economic upheaval of the past 
few years, monetary floating enabled world 
trade and investment to weather the storm. 
If and when underlying economic condi- 
fions again become chaotic, exchange notes 
will be free to adjust—to avoid the kind of 
breakdown in the monetary system that 
occurred In the 1930s. 

Nevertheless, the Jamaica accord is far 
from a complete answer to the world’s 
monetary problems. The most urgent and 
difficnit unfinished business for the IMF now 
is to create and equitably distribute addi- 
tional monetary reserves—preferably special 
drawing rights—without fostering an infla-. 
tionary growth in the world’s money supply. 

Private lending to nations In deep deficit 
beyond certain limits jeopardizes the secur- 
ity of banking institutions of the advanced 
countries. Some major banks have already 
surpassed such limits for lending abroad. 
An expansion of official monetary reserves 
will be essential if the world economy 18 to 
attain, as the Chinese blessing says, “unin- 
teresting times.”
